FIRST DAY. 
MORNING SITTING. 

Pursuant to the above call, delegates appointed by County Meet- 
ings, and organized bodies of the friends of Prohibition in the va- 
rious counties of the State, assembled in the German Reformed 
Church, in Harrisbury, on Thursday, January 26th, 1864, at ten 
o'clock, A. M.

The above committee having retired to discharge the duties as- 
signed them, Rev. P. Coombe was called npon to address the Con- 
vention. He protested against speech-making at this stage of the 
proceedings, and moved that the Convention hear the report of the 
State Central Committee, which he endorsed as the ablest document 
of the kind he ever read. The motion being adopted. Rev. Gio. 
DuFFiELD, Jr., the Rec. Sec. of the committee, commenced reading, 
during which the committee on permanent organization returned, 
and made the following report, viz :

Gentlemen : — ^Permit me to thank you for the honor conferred in 
selecting me as the presiding officer of this Convention, When I 
look over this vast assembly, I am convinced that there are many 
gentlemen present, much better qualified than I am to occupy this 
position — ^bnt to none am I willing to yield in zeal for entire and un- 
conditional prohibition. I can boast but little experience in par- 
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liamentary proceedings, and will rely upon your kindness to enable 
me properly to discharge the duties of Chairman. Let your de- 
liberations be conducted in harmony and with a desire to present an 
unbroken front to the Legislature, in order tiiiat we may obtain what 
we wish — ^prohibition. I do not intend to inflict a speech on the 
Gonveution — ^because the time for talking has passed, and the time 
for action has arrived. 

Permit me to thank you again for the honor coiifcrred in 8 elect- 
ing me as President of thia Convention of Freemen, ,,

Report of thie State Central Committee, as follows : — 



REPORT. 

The State of Pennsylvania, whose intere^ we this day repre- 
sent, has a population of 2,311,186; of whom 541,191 are taxables, 
and 386,266 voters. The number of families is 408,497 ; the value 
of real and personal estate, as assessed, $492,898,829; the assess- 
ment of tax $1,685,691 16 ; Total wealth, $850,000,000. Pay- 
ments for 1853, $4,134,048; receipts $5,952,474. Funded debt, 
$40,272,235. 

The question we are now called upon to consider, is the rdaticn sus- 
tained by this mighty Commonwealth to the use, sale and manufac- 
ture of intoxicating drinks ; their consequent and inevitable resuk 
in pauperism and crime, and the best and only effectual means for 
their diminution and removal. We wish once more to' trace ^e 
foul and devastating stream of intemperance to its source ; to fbl- 
low its fatal progress, and see the property it casts on one shore, 
and the dead on the other ; to go to its termination, where it empties 
its fearful floods into the almshouse, the asylum, the penitentiary, 
and the grave ; and as we look upon this wide-spread, and daily 
increasing desolation, to ask ourselves more solemnly and more 
earnestly than we have ever ddne before, whether this river of death 
shall continue to flow? or whether the time has not fully* come, that 
its waves shall be stayed ! 

If it be objected to us, as it was to Lord Palmerston: ''Your 
opinions are but opinions, and yDu express them against our opin- 
ions, who have large armies at our command to back them : — ^which 
are strongest, opinions or armies V\ We would say with him, 
*'Sir, my answer is, opinions are stronger than armies. Opinions, if 
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they are founded in truth and justice, will in the end prevail against 
tiie bayonets of infantry, the fire of artillery, a,nd the charge of 
cavalry I" 

We would say in the similar language of Edmiind Bubke, "Get a 
man's ear, ring on it sounds that he dislikes, words that disgust him 
at first ; keep on ringing them, and they will find their way through 
his inner being, and he will believe them, and obey them. They 
wiU conquer Mm if you keep on,^^ 

The history of the past year has shown abundantly both in this, 
and other States, that principles are developed in this country 
outside of parties, and live and flourish in the public mind, until 
they are strong enough to control either of the parties, or both. 
This is the vis medicatrix naturae ^ which we trust, will yet heal all 
the wounds that diversity of interest or opinion, or corruption of 
principle, may inflict upon the body politic. The interests of the 
commonwealth are safe with the people, and with them only. 

Rightly to understand the magnitude of the evil we are now 
endeavoring to remove, we must take it in a national point of view. 
According to the careful statistics on intemperance, by the Hon. 
Edward Everett, which can never be too frequently repeated, the 
Ibllowing is the cost of this evil to the country in ten years. 

1. It has cost in direct expenses, 50 millions 

annually, $500,000,000 

2. It has cost in indirect expenses, 60 millions 

annually, • $600,000,000. 

3. It has burnt and otherwise destroyed prop- 

erty to the amount of $5,000,000 

4. It has destroyed 30,000 lives annually. 300,000 

5. It has made not less than 20,000 widows 

annually. 200,000 

6. It has made at least 100 maniacs annually. 1,000 
t. It has made not less than 100,000 orphans 

annually. 1,000,000 

8. It has instigated the conmiission of murders. 1,500 

9^ It has caused suicides, , 2,000 

10. It has consigned to jails and prisons, 150,000 

11. It has endangered the inheritance left us by our Fathers, and 
fixed a foul blot on the fair name of America.

The number of persons committed to the county prison in 1851,

*' I have seen," says the Sheriff of Delaware county, ''%tatiHi<iaI 
reports from eleven counties in Pennsylvania, signed l)y tkeir 
respective sheriffs or jailors, showing an aggregate number of c6ii- 
victs amounting to T30. Of this number there were reported, 124 
temperate, lit doubtful, 489 intemperate I That crime which teads 
to punishment is almost invariably associated Mth the useof intox- 
ieating drinks." 

Turning then to that place of all others in the Commonwealth, 
where intemperance has its most complete and legitimate develop- 
ment, viz : the Blockley Almshouse, we find such appalling 8ta4iA' 
tics as the following : 

The number of paupers in the Almshouse in 1850 who were ad- 
dicted to the use of intoxicating drinks, was 3,806, while there were 
1,114 adults of all other classes, and 280 children. If the propor- 
tion of children is taken at the same ratio as the adults, nearly 
three-fourths were the children of drunken parents I 

. The number of paupers in 1851, was 5,199, Drunk when received 
2,323. From the recent use of liquor, 2,064. 

For the year ending May, 1853, we learn that the total inmates, 
men, women and children, exceeded 22,000. The expenditures for 
the same time in support of the house were $108,944, making a cost 
of $1 12^ per week for each pauper. The outlay on account of all 
departments, and with the stocks on hand was $148,600, while the 
receipts from all sources were but $27,126, leaving a balance of 
$130,977, as a deficiency, to be supplied from the tax fund.

Almshouse, in 1851, was 5000.

It thus i^pears that in the City and County of Philadelphia 
nearly 4000 persons were supported at the public expense, as the 
result of the traffic in ardent spirits, and more than six hundred 
afflicted with the most dreadful_ form of insanity that ever com^ 
upon man. 

At the June term of the Court of Quarter Sessions, for the city 
and county of Philadelphia, 1851, the Grand Jury speaking of the 
enormous amount of vagrancy, to which we have before alluded, 
says: 

'^TJpon examination we are of the opinion that the primary cause 
of these commitments is mainly attributable to the tippling houfles, 
lager beer saloons, and oyster ceUars, which have inereased and still 
are increasing upon u» with fearful ra{^U;y." 
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. At '» ftqbseqoetikt vessijon^: they speaks fallows : '^Tke Grand Jiury 
h^ye no doubt, wh^tevier, tlnwt the disordjeriy and riotous spirit 
maQifested eye^ where iu the city and county, is owing munly to 
the isale of intoxicating drinks : wid that much of the poverty which 
ea^ like a cancer into the vitals of society, isattributable to this ne- 
farious traffic, Not only the licensed houses which amount to 
thousands, but the unlicensed which are greater in number, must be 
supported by the profits of the trade^^ The whole of the licensed 
and unlicensed number at least /(mr thousand. To any one who will 
ti&e.the trouble to estimate the amount of money which it takes to 
support these establishments, it will be manifest, that, upon an av- 
erage, they must sell to the amount of $1800 each in a year *, one- 
third of which is profit, or six hundred dollars a year for each house 
and they can hardly pay house rent, and live upon less. This ap- 
palling account makes the figures rise to five millions four hundred • 
thousand doUwrs paid yearly in the city and county of Philadelphia, 
for intoxicating drinks I The loss of time by the intemperate must 
l?e more than equal to the cost of liquor by them, and the whole it 
a dead loss to the community.'' 

The Grand Jury summoned for Feb. term, 1852, says : 
**The Grand inquest cannot close their labors without reference to 
a matter, which, at this time is properly exciting and attracting 
public attention. Allusion is made to a law prohibiting the sale 
of intoxicating drinks within the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
**We should regard ourselves as derelict, did we fail to endorse 
the excellent views set forth by his honor, Judge Allison, on this ' 
important subject, in his charge to the Grand Inquest at the open- 
ing of the session. We cannot add to the vigor of the sentiments 
expressed on that occasion by the learned Judge, but we may be 
permitted, after our late observations, afforded us by virtue of our 
functions as a Grand Jury to say, ih&t the utter abolishment of the 
liquor traffic would very materially abridge the labors of Grand 
Inquests, and be hailed with joy by the unfortunate inebriates 
themselves, and most surely by their suffering families. 

"We have come to the conclusion, from our recently acquired 
knowledge, as to the causes of crime, poverty and domestic wretch- 
edness, that it is the duty of the political economist and philan- 
thropist, as well as the christian, to strike at the root of the evil, 
and abandon all temporizing measures as only productive of evil and 
the sure preventive of good," The Grand Jury of January, 1853, 
among other things of a similar kind say : We respectfully ask the 
attention of the court to the alarming increase of intemperance in 
this community." 

To the testimony of the Grand Juries we might add the oft re- 
peated and emphatic testimony of our Judges. 

Said Judge Kelly to tiie Grand Jury, Feb. 1854, "Let me also in- 
vite your attention to the effect of the use of intoxicating beverages 
upon the criminal statistics of the county. Everybody will admit 
that intfimperanoe is a fruitful soui^e of pauperism and crime ; and 
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akiiost every bod j will admit that the practice of occasional indul- 
gence in the nse of alcoholic stimulants is the fraitfal parent of in- 
temperance ; bat there are few among ns who know how much those 
who abstain from it suffer from this practice. I speak not of the 
drunkard's family, beggared by his excesses ; of his widow and or- 
igans, or of his parents, mourning the premature and terrible death 
of him who was to have been ihe stay of their declining years. 

The license law was changed on the first of September, 1849 ; 
the commitments to the county prison in 1848 were 45*78 ; and in 
1853 they were increased to the fearfid number of 11,632. If it 
be denied that the freer sale and use of intoxicating drinks has 
wrought this change, it would be well that the steady increase of 
commitments, commencing simultaneously with the law of 1849, on 
the first of September of that year and continuing till to-day, should 
be explained. For if they are not connected as cause and effect, 
the coincidence is marvellous. I repeat the fact, that the law per- 
mitting the almost unrestricted sale of intoxicating liquors, went 
into effect en the first of September, 1849. That year, therefore, 
exhibits its effects for but three months. Bearing this in mind, note, 
if you please, the number of commitments to our county prison for 
the last seyen years. They were as follows :

- 5 Prom the time the law wag fairly comprehended and taken advan- 
tage of, say when it had been in effect one year, the number of 
commitments, which before its passage had averaged about 4600, 
were more than double — since then they had steadily increased, and 
during the brief portion of this year exhibit an increase over the 
same period of last year. 

I have called your attention to these facts, gentlemen, because I 
believe you may aid in setting these thousands of prisoners free, 
and relieve the tax-payers of Philadelphia froih their support." 

Again, on a public occasion, he said : We are now in the midst 
of a criminal court, and without exception, every case that has 
come up before us has resulted from intemperance, and so generally 
is this the fact, that there is scarcely an exception in an hundred, or 
even in a thousand cases. And yet, he adds. Legislatures will li- 
cense taverns I On a similar occasion he remarked, pointing to the 
Almshouse, "put the Maine Law in operation for a single year, and 
the number of paupers in that Palace of Intemperance instead of 
2,300 will be reduced to 300." 

Said Judge Allison, '*I speak within bounds, when I say that 
seven-tenths of the cases brought into the criminal court are con- 
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neofed d&ecUj or indinctlj with ram ; bat the e^il is that it is 
taking hold of the joang of this commnnitj, and it is raising ap 
from the lads of 5, 8 and 10 years of age, a race of drankards for 

our city I" 

■* 

Said Judge McClure, not long since, to the Grand Jury of Alle- 
gheny county: 

"The court has been in session since October term, (Feb. 16) 
without intermission, despatching the criminal business of the coun- 
ty. I have kept a docket, table of contents, causes, time, Ac, in 
my own way, collateral to and independent of the usual records of 
the court, and without wearying your patience with the process I 
have gone through, I will give the result, which is this, that had 
it not been for the use and abuse of ardent spirits in Allegheny 
CQunty, every case on the October calendar would have been dis- 
posed of in one week, (and the District Attorney confirms this 
statement) with the utmost ease, and the cases would have been of 
a trifling nature. There would not have been one case in the Oyer 
and Terminer." 

This latter point being a very important one, it may be well to 
corroborate it by the opinion of Judge Parsons. 

''I have no hesitation in saying from my observations, daring 
nearly ten years experience upon the Bench, in more than three- 
fourths of all the crimes, where the offenders have been tried before 
me, the prominent cause could be traced to the excessive use of ar- 
dent spirits. In nearly all the homicides which have come under 
my observation p this county, (and sometimes I have been com- 
pelled to participate in the trial of from ten to fifteen a year) intox- 
ication has been the primary pr immediate cause of the perpetration 
of the offence." 

Did time permit us to add to the testimony of our Pennsylvania 
Judges that of our Pennsylvania lawyers, how mapy opinions could 
we adduce like that of Wm. Darlington, Esq., of Chester county. 

"From an experience of twenty-seven years in attendance upon 
the courts of this county, and over ten years in Delaware county, 
and a connection with the prison of Chester county, as one of the 
Inspectors for the last ten years, I have arrived at the conclusion 
that three-fourths of the criminal business of these counties has its 
origin mediately or immediately in the use of intoxicating liquors." 

Yet one class more of statistics and we are prepared to present 
the facts of intemperance in this State just as they are.

Dreadful, however, as this result is, we believe that it falls very 
far indeed below the truth : 

1. We have proved by actual and definite testimony that the use 
of intoxicating liquors in various parts of our Commonwealth is 
the procuring cause of one-half, three-fourths, four-fifths, five-sixths, 
seven-tenths of the crime that is committed among us. 

2. We have also proved that to the same fertile source may be, 
traced from two-thirds to four-fifths of our Pauperism. 

3. Taking Lancaster county as the basis, the annual rum tax of 
Pennsylvania for crime and pauperism is at least one million of 
dollars. 

4. Taking the cost of liquor in Philadelphia city and county as 
the basis, and allowing a very liberal discount, the annual cost of 
intoxicating liquors to the State, $20,000,000 

5. Add to this the loss of life, of time, of labor ; the loss by ac- 
cident, by fire, &c., and we have another $40,000,000 debt, of which 
we have to pay annually not the interest, but the principal. 

Nor is this latter mode of calculation, though not so obvious, by 
any means to be despised. Simply, as a matter of political econo- 
my, looking at the good of the Commonwealth as a whole, at the 
net gain of the consumer and the producer taken together, we can- 
not hesitate for a moment as to the question of profit or loss. 
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\i^t am the sonroes of weidbUi ? Labor is one sonroe. Boee in- 
tojdcaiing Mquor render lalmr more productive ? Land is another 
Booi^oe of wealth. Does it increase the prodnctiv^ew of land f 
Capital is still another sonrce. Does it add anything to the pro- 
dootiyenesi^ of capital ? So far from it, precisely the reverse is the 
ease. The man addicted to the use of intoxicating drinks, con- 
somes an article he would be fair b^^ter without. The nme he spends 
is money, and that is lost The cost at which he obtains this in* 
juriouB article is money, and that is lost. He has less disposition, 
less ability to labor. Of course, as his labor is diminished, 1^ 
amount of capital produced by it is diminiriied also. Like a can- 
dle lighted at both ends, the expenditure constantly increases ; t^e 
Gi^)ttal<K>nstan% decreases. So &r from adding anything to Hie 
three great sources from which the State derives its wealth, the 
use of intoxicating drinks lessens each of them in themselves coi^^ 
sidered; it lessens their productiveness when employed upon each 
other. Land is the worse for it. Labor is the worse. The whole 
amount of capital thus invested, iaconsuTMd withavt repiaetnff %t$ 
vuhe ; and so £eur as the general good, of the State is concerned, it 
is forty millions -of dollars annually expended for the fumes of a 
hogshead of whi^ey, or the smoke and stench of a distillery. In- 
stead of .producing any new capital, such a use of liquor merely 
consumes the old ; and the whole amount of capital is just as much, 
and. as really thrown away, as if it were burnt by fire, or swept 
down the Snsquehanna in a spring freshet. No wonder that so 
many complain >of poverty, when the State is every^year subjected 
to such a useless and oppressive tax. 

By WHOM and for what pnrpose this ; mormons tax is levied upoo^ 
our already overburdened Commonwealth, we are almost ashauied, 
to say ; the answer seems so mucli to impeach the wisdom, the be-' 
nevolence and the courage of the State, in submitting to this pro- 
digious and unrighteous expenditure, as long as they have. Still 
the truth must be told, even if it is to our own shame, and the shame 
of our fathers. We submit to an evil that — as compared with other 
causes of evil — shortens human life more than any other ; that is a 
more fruitful source of crime ; that produces by feu* the larger pro- 
portion of all our pauperism; that taxei us more than any other 
evil, or all other evils combined ; that stands highest among tiie 
causes of insanity; ihut occasions misefym the family t.nd corrupt 
tion at the polls ; an evil, that on all hands is confessedly the evil 
of all others, the removal of which would aSbrd the State and the 
&mily the most immediate and grateful relief; by some most strange 
and unaccountable hallucination, we submit to all- this, for the ben- 
efit of some two thousand brewers and distillers, who have invested 
firom two to three millions in ,the liquor manufacture; for the 
benefit of from 15,000 to 20,000 tavemkeepers, retailers and keepers 
of beer shops ! Why one dollar of a distiller's capital should tax 
$280 of other capital to sustain itself, or $8,000,000 tax $50,000,- 
000. Why 20,000 should go fromthe rank of producers to that 
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of non-prodncers, and thns to all intents and pnrposes make pan^ 
pers of themselyes, while making paupers and criminals of others, 
and claim at the same time, any legal or moral right from the com- 
munity so to do, is a mystery we cannot comprehend. The true 
position on this sabjectwas long since well stated by Dr. Channing. 
'*What ought not to be used as a beverage, ought not to be sold as 
such. What the good of the community requires us to expel no man 
has a moral right to supply." If for every $1,000 profit which a 
dealer makes on the sale of intoxicating drinks, the community are 
taxed between 6,000 and 8,000 to support the pauperism and crime 
consequent upon the quantity sold to yield this profit, it were better 
the manufacture should cease altogether. 

In the absence of general reasons, however, those interested in 
the traffic, oflfer us the following special ones ; and not to do them 
iiyustice, we shall as far as possible, quote their own language : 

1. '*The agricultural prosperity of Pennsylvania, especially in 
the grain growing districts, is mionly owing to the distillation of 
whiskey, for and by which immense quantities of rye and com are 
raised and consumed ; by which our stock is supported and our 
market abundantly suppUed with beef and pork — ^by which our 
lands are fertilized and enriched ; thereby affording a more extensive 
employment to the laboring class, and supporting them with a 
greater degree of real and solid comfort." ''The converting of our 
rye and com into whiskey produces a greater influx of money into 
the grain growing districts of Pennsylvania, than could be derived 
from any other source whatever." — York Oomdy JResokUiam. 

The agricultural prosperity of Pennsylvania mainly owing to 
whiskey I let us see how facts sustain such an extraordinary pro- 
portion. 

The amount of whiskey manufactured in 1850, gals 6,584,810 

Whole amount of corn raised, bush 19,T0T,1O2 

Amount used in distillation, do 1,483,555 

Whole amount of rye raised, do 4,805,160

How the distillation of one bushel of com out of nineteen, and 
one bushel out of ten of rye, produces a greater influx of money 
into the grain growing districts of Pennsylvania than could be de- 
rived ''from any other source whatever," is a problem we leave to our 
opponents. If the farmer had to choose whether to take 19 bush- 
els to mill or one to the still-house, he would not hesitate long. So 
of the country as a whole. Of the 592,326,612 bushels of com 
raised in the U. S. in 1850, only 11 millions were consumed in 
malt and spirituous liquors. Of every 54 bushels raised, only one 
is used in distillation. The entire suppression of distilleries would 
only lessen the price one cent a bushel. It would also remove the 
distiller as the farmer's rival in the market. So far from being a 
loss to the farmer, it would be easy to show, that instead of destroy- 
ing the market and decreasing the demand, precisely the contrary 
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would be the case. So the fanners of Michigan understood it, and 
they voted accordingly. So the farmers of Pennsylvania will on^ 
day understand it, and follow their example. 

The "agricultural prosperity" of the State thus happily disposed 
of, the next anxiety of our patriotic distillers and their associates, 
is, lest the Treasury of the Commonwealth should suffer by the sup- 
pression of the traffic. '*The avowed object of the License Law, 
April 16th, 1849, it is said, was to create a sinking fund for the 
purpose of diminishing our State debt," and on turning to the report 
of the Auditor General for the last year we find

The amount of revenue thus accruing' from the city and county 
of Philadelphia, was $99,160 00, or $100,000. The houses thus 
taxed cost the city at least $400,000. So with other counties. If 
this is not an exemplification of the old proverbs of '^penny wise 
and pound foolish;" "saving at the spigot-hole, and letting it run 
out at the bung," we do not know what is. In 1851 the license 
revenue was $110,399 93. Expenditures from the State Treasury 
for Penitentiary, Ac, $166,604 33. Loss to the people 60,000. 
As our friend Coombe has well and concisely stated the matter, "The 
revenue for license puts twenty-five cents into the pocket of each 
payer, while the rum tax takes two dollars out." It is even so, and 
the only thing to which we can compare our miserable legislation in 
this matter, (with two noble exceptions, however,) is the zig-zag 
history of Chinese legislation in reference to opium. In 1199 one of 
the Emperor's Chief. Ministers fearing lest the practice of smoking 
opium " should spread among all the people of the inner land, to the 
waste of their time and the destruction of their property," presented 
& memorial requesting that the sale of the drug should be prohibited, 
and that offenders should be made amenable to punishment. A 
short time after this, the government took the matter in hand, and 
began to enact special laws in reference to it. It was not, however, 
until 1820, that they made the prohibition very stringent, and com- 
menced in earnest to inflict the penalties of the violated law. In 
1830-32-34, one edict after another was issued, declaring that the 
injury done by the influx of opium, and by the increase of those 
inhaling it, was nearly equal to & general eonjlagraUonj and denounc- 
ing upon the seller and smoker of this poison, the bastinado, the 
wooden collar, imprisonment, banishment and the entire confiscation 
of his property, yes, even mpre, the severer penalty of capital pun- 
ishment, either by decapitation or strangulation. But they soon 
found, as we have also done in our legislative experience, that the 
evil is not to be removed simply by the punishment of the drunkard

or the drunkard maker. For a time under the directions of Uie 
Vice President of the Sacrificial Court at Peking, they seemed 
somewhat inclined, Uke some of our city legislators, to go into the* 
licehse system^ and thus control and regalate the evil they could not 
abolish, as well as secure revenue from it But vrhat was the noble 
answer of the Emperor. "Itistrue," said he, '*I cannot prevent 
the introduction of the flowing poison ; gain-seeking and corrupt 
men will, for profit and sensudi^, defeat my wish, but nothing will 
induce me to derive a revenv^fram the vice and misery of my people /" 
When shall we hear our own professedly enlightened christian legis- 
lators say the same I 

Finding, on careful examination, that the fines, imprisonment, tor- 
ture and execution, which had occasionally been inflicted on the Chi- 
nese people, for ylolating the lawsa^inst selling or smoking tho 
drug, had not perceptibly checked its traffic, he at length decided 
to Jay the axe at the root of the tree. Other laws having failed, 
he determined to anticipate the Maine Law, and make war directly 
upon the opium itself. He commanded that'all the accursed drug, 
whether stored in the factories, or on board of ships in the harbor, 
should imwetliatelj be surrendered, and when this was done, he 
ordered hh faithful commissioner Lin to destroy it utterly. Nobly 
disdaining to enrich his Treasury by a sale that would not faU short 
of $20,000,000, the whole was emptied into the river, to be mixed 
with its mud J and carried off by its' waves. 

Unless we greatly mistake the signs of the times, it is in some- 
what similar circumstances, that we find the public^ sentiment of 
this State at present, in reference to intoxicating drinks. To use 
the language of our first address, ' 'Instead of chaining the mad dog, 
or s^ng licenses for keeping him, or licensing only a few to ke^ 
him at an exorbitant price, or fining the owner for letting him bite, 
or making them liable for the consequences of the bite, for three 
years past, the universal and emphatic cry of the friends of Temr 
perance in Pennsylvania has been, "Kill the Dog." In the Con-, 
ventton assembled in Harrisburg, Feb. 24th, 1853, it wa^ unan- 
imously resolved, ''That the experience of the past year in this 
State, and our observation in other States, has greatly confirmed 
our confidence in, prohibition as the only adequate remedy for the 
evils of intemperafuqe." The platform then adoptecf with so much 
^thusiasm, was simply this, " Prohibition I nothing more, kothing. 
LESS." "/» hoc dgno vincemus " 

It was at this Convention that the State Central Committee, whp 
have now the honor of making to you their first annual report, was 
appointed : consisting of seven members in Philadelphia, two in 
Harrisburg and four in Pittsburg. Whether the convention so in^ 
tended it or not, we do not know, but we deem It a most happy 
circumstance for the cause, that this committee was composed of 
such various materials, equally divided between Eastern, Central, 
and Western portions of the State. Some of us Democrats, and 
some Whigs, some Sons of Temperance and some not; some Lay-. 
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aifn^' and some Clergymen, tiombHeiiiodistiS, ^ome Baptlstdi, some 
' Presbyterian Ac; , and yet all peffeetly antt^d m > our principles, 
perfectiy harmonious in otir action, we haTe thiis been enabl^ to 
demonstrate alike to friends and enemies, that the canse of Temj^erance 
is One and indivisible, that it> is'not ^ local but a general cause ; 
that it is above sect^ that it is above |>af%; Hiatthe evil to be removed 
is a common evil ; that the object to be obtained is a common good ; 
in short, that this cause, which is nothing more nor less than op- 
. position to intemperance and aU its horrible results, is the cause of 
Humanity itself. - 

The first and most difficult problem of all that we had to solve, 
.was this. What shall be the prineipUs^ that we shall adopt for our 
guidance ? On what common ground can we best unite the friends 
.of t^inperance? On what ground can we at the same time unite 
the most ? To fail here was for the tiine being to fail totally, and 
.the anxiety of your committee in laying broad and deep the foun- 
dations of Qur cause, must be their apology, if for the first two 
months they eeemed to move slowly. ^'Slpw and sure" has been our 
motto from first to last. *^The truth caa afford to wait. Better 
•to do ^othing; thai?, to do wropg.?^ 

\, The great foundation principles underlying this whole movement, 
which we at length adopted were these. We lay them down as so 
.m^ny axioms to every sincere Mend of prohibition. 

I. It is in the power of the state to destroy the evil of intempe- 
rance as it now exists. 

II. The power to destroy this evil, implies the obligation to do 
.it, and this obligation rests on the voters who make the legislators, 

who make the laws. 

in. Nothing hut]SiW can cure this evil. The power of moral 
suasion, of legislative petition, of the license system in what ever 
form, has been utterly exhausted, 

IV. The law we want is founded on the principle of Total Pro- 
hihition, 

1, iDtoxicating Uquora shall not be manufactared or 3oId as a 
beverage^ at all 

2, They sliall be sold for medicinal, mechauical and sacramental 
purposes, and no other. 

3, Tbey shall be confiscated and destroyed when kept for sale 
unlawfully. 

\ y. Id looking to our fellow citizens for the election of members 

'of the iogislatiire to give such a law to the State of Pennsylvania, 
we determined to consider the question at issue as altogether above 
party j instead of appealing to one party, to appeal to the good 
men of all parties, arid say. *lf of two candidates, the Demoemt 
is in favor of Prohibition, and the Whig is opposed, votn for the 

D&mocraL If the Whig is in favor, and the Democrat is opposed, 

l"mt$for the WldgV^ We say so etUL 

\ YI, The single ground on which we asked our fellow citizens for 

^ such a law was its necessity. Prohibition is the only thing left to 

'remove the evil} let ua try it. 
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' Vn. The issue between ns and onr opponents, we considered to 
.be this; they must haye the profits of pauper-making, and the 
State must bear the expense. On this issue we were willing to meet 
them before the people. 

The duties of the State Central Committee as assigned to them 
by the Convention were mainly : 

1. To prepare and issue an address to the citizens of Penn- 
sylvania in general. 

2. To call State Conventions at such times and places as they 
may deem advisable. 

3. To employ an agent or agents to cpnvass the State. 

4. To secure if possible in all the counties of the State an efll- 
cient organization. 

5. To raise and disburse funds, and appoint from among themselves 
a treasurer to receive them. 

6. To prepare a law embodying the principles of prohibition in 
such manner as to be free from constitutional objections. 

T. To perform all necessary business relating to the welfare of 
the cause of prohibition. 

In accordance with these instmctions a first address was issued 
June 15th, 1853 : and a second one Oct. 1st, 1853, just previous 
to the election. 

2. Three State Conventions were called. One at Lancaster, one 
at Pittsburg, and one at Wilkesbarre. They also called a conven- 
tion of ministers for the City and County of Philadelphia. 

3. Rev. E. W. Jackson, who had formerly been the correspond- 
ing secretary, for the State of Massachusetts, and afterwards for 
New Jersey, was elected to the same office in Pennsylvania, and 
entered upon his duties early in the month of April. 

4. Twelve other agents have also been in our employ. Some of 
them like Mr. Van Wagner, Mr. Wm. H. Burleigh, and Rev. Mr. 
Barbour for a longer time, but most of them, only a few weeks 
previous to the election. 

As the result of their labors, about fifty of the sixty-four counties 
in the State, were organized in the manner proposed by the last 
Convention; various collections were made, the amount of which 
will be learned from the Treasurer, James W. Weir ; and an im- 
mense amount of information distributed by tracts and speeches 
among the people, as the seed of a future and abundant harvest. 
The publications in the English and German languages amount to 
more than 3,692,000 pages. 

Finding that labor was greatly peeded, that the people were 
ever ready to welcome true, earnest and effective laborers in the good 
work, and persuaded that just to the extent to which we could gain 
the ear of the people, we were sure of their hearts and their votes, 
it was the earnest and constant aim of your committee, to press intp 
the service, all the local talent of our counties. Of the many who 
deserve honorable mention in this respect, even envy itself, would 
not allow us to pass over the name of Pennel Cookbe. To see 
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the old gaard, the Gibraltar ef mm, rocUng and quaking to 
its yery centre, and to find at the election that Lancaster Co. had 
cast 3,TT6 votes for Prohibition, must have been a glorious sight to 
Mm, as it certainly was to all the friends of temperance throughout 
the State. So too the vote of Bucks Co., 2,11T : of Montgomery, 
8,869; of Chester Co., 4,686 : of Allegheny, 5,683 ; of Philadel- 
phia City and County, 11,311 ; and aU this for a beginning, it is 
easy to see what will be the end I 

The temperance vote in counties, where there were separate or- 
ganizations, and where the issue was rum or no rum, according to 
iht calculations of the editor of the Crystal Fountain, (a paper 
• which has done us such good service throughout the campai^,) is 
Its follows :

Hnltz in the chair. 

The following Resolution was adopted : 

JResolved, That such persons present as may wish to represent 
their respective counties, but are without credentials be and they 
are hereby invited to take seats as members of the Convention.

JResolved. That the Finance Committee be, and they are hereby 
intructed to take up a collection to defray the expenses of the Con- 
vention, and to pay the overplus, if there be any, into the Treasury 
of the State Central Committee, whenever that body shall be formed.

REPORT 

OF THE BUSINESS COMMITTEE. 

The Committee to whom was referred the preparing of business 
for this Convention, beg leaye respeetfoUy to report the following 
Preamble and Resolutions. 

Whereas, It has pleased an All-wise and merciful Proyidence to ^ 
again permit the Friends of Prohibition to assemble in State Con- * 
vention, after another year of toil and effort in this great cause of 
benevolence and humanity; — and Whereas, the past year has been 
marked by the most signal advancement of our principles, therefore 

Besohed, That believing, as we do, the cause of Prohibition to 
be the cause of God, and dependent on his blessing, it becomes 
our duty as a Convention to offer our most grateful and devout 
acknowledgments to HIM, ''as in his hands, the hearts of all men 
are," for the success which has attended our effprts during the past 
year. 

2, Resolvedj That whatever may be the^ difficulty of enacting or 
enforcing a Prohibitory Liquor Law, the experience of thirty years 
of the most persevering effort to counteract the evils of Hht liquor 
traffic, and of legislation to regulate the same, has dearly demon- 
strated that such a law dhne, can save the country from the great 
evils of intemperance. 

B. JResolved, 1 hat the experience of another year has more than 
ever confirmed the conviction that no human legislation can make 
that right which God declares to be wrong, and as He has pronoun- 
ced his curse on him ''that putteth the bottle to his neighbor and 
maketh him drunken," we are compelled to believe that a legislature 
wMoh authorizes the sale of intoxicating liquor, as a beverage, vio- 
lates the Divine law, and is responsible for all the evils which flow 
from the traffic. 

4. Resolved, That no law, however stringent, which recognizes 
the right to JcZ/ intoxicating drinks, can receive our sanction, as we 
believe the time has fuUy come when all efforts to regulate this traf- 
fic sliould be at once and forever abandoned. 

9. Resolved, 'I hat the recent triumph of ourprinciples in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, atnd the cities of Detroit, Baltimore, Boston, Wheel- 
ing, Lancaster, and the encouraging vote in Philadelphia and New 
York, are sufficient to convince the most skeptical of our oppo- 
nents, that even in its strong holds the rum power is losing its do- 
minion, while it should encourage the hearts of all the Mends of 
Prohibition, to battle more valiantly than ever for its entire over- 
throw* 

6. Resolved, That the election to the Legislature last fall, of 
such an increased number of decided and known advocates of P^ 
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liibitiofii, protes most conolttsirely; Ibi^ if i^e^pFesent p<;»Htical par- 
ties refuse to settle this question, by passing the law, we shall very 
soon be able to send a majority of prohibitory law men to our 
Legislature, arid thus settle it for ourselyes. 

1. Resolved, That in view of the fact, that 100,000 votes were 
cast for Prohibition at the last general election, in spite of all tiie 
disadvantages under which we labored, viz: The want, of organi- 
zation — rthe strength of party attachments, and the intrigue of poli- 
tical leaders ; — ^the people have a right to expect the present Legisla- 
ture to pass a law prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage. 

8. Hesolvefily That aathe friends of the liquor traffic have professed 
their willingness to submit a prohibitory law to the vote of the 
people, andmaaiy. of our Legislators have objected to voting for 
such a law because they believed a majority of the voters were op- 
posed to it, and as the understanding prevailed to a considerable 
extent, during the late canvass, that the law would be thus submitted 
in some constitutional form, we do hereby express our willingness 
—yrovtcferf, the Legislature wiU not pass the law without — ^that a pro- 
per law should be passed, to go into effect early in the year of 
1855, and the question of its repeal — not of its adoption — should 
be submitted to a popular vote, at a special election to be held for 
that purpose, on the 1st Tuesday of September. 

9. Resolved^ That in acceeding to the above proposition, we 
wish it distinctly understood, that we do it only, to show our con- 
fidence in the integrity of the people, and to give greater efficiency 
to the law, when put into operation, and not because we recognize 
the right even of the majority^ to afflict society with the curses of 
the liquor traffic. 

10. Resolved, I hat no submission of the question without the la», 
will receive even our attention, much less our sanction — we wi& not 
vote upon it, 

11; Resohed, That should the present Legislature i^eftise to pass 
a Prohibitory Law, with, or without referring its repealio a vote of 
the people, or should they pass any Bill which wOuW be unacceptable 
to the friends of Prohibition^ then it shall be the duty of the State 
Central Committee to €»11 a State Convention, to meet in Hairia- 
burg, some time during the month of June, to consist of delegates 
from the several Senatorial and Representative Districts in propor- 
tion to their representatives in the Legislature, and the State Cen- 
tral Committee, who shall determine the propriety and expediency 
of nominating a State Ticket, to be supported by the mends of 
Prohibition. 

12. Resolved, That should the State Central Cx}mnuttee find 
it necessary to cal} said Convention for the above named purpose, 
then it shall be their duty to ascert^n, as early as possible after the 
State nominations of the political parties in March, the sentiments 
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of all the candidates, with reference to a Prohibitory Law, and re- 
port the same to the Convention. 

13. Eesohed, That this Convention feel under great and lasting 
obligations to the State Central Committee, together with the va- 
rious County Committees, — who, in a mode of proceeding hereto- 
fore untried, and in spite of difficulties, both numerous and pecu- 
liar — ^have rendered so much and so efficient aid during the past 
year, to the cause of Prohibition. 

14. JResdvedj That in order to carry out the recommendations of 
the State Central Committee with regard to the collecting of sta- 
tistics from each county, that each delegation shall appoint one per- 
son from each of their respective counties, who shaU collect and 
forward the same to the State Central Committee before, orimfnedi- 
ately after the rising of this Convention. 

15. Resolved, That a Committee of nine be appointed by the 
Chair, three of which 6hall be taken from the northern, three from 
the eastern, and three from the vjestem counties of the State, who 
shall attend to the following duties and report to this Convention at 
its opening to-morrow morning, viz : 

1. To District the State into four parts, to be called the North- 
em, Eastern, Western and Central Districts. 

2. To nominate nine persons from each of the above districts, to 
act as the Central Committee of said district, which nomination 
shall be subject to the action of this Convention. * 

16. Resolved, 'I'hat the four Committees formed as above, shall 
constitute the State Central Committee, and shall hold at least one 
joint meeting between the months of May and September. 

IT. Resolved, That the several District Committees shall have the 
exclusive control and management of their respective districts with 
regard to electing their own Chairman, raising funds, adding to 
their number, and of employing an Agent or Agents, as they may 
deem expedient, together with ap other matters pertaining to their 
office. 

18. Resolved, That the most cordial thanks of the friends of 
Prohibition in this State are due and are hereby presented, through 
this Convention, to the Honorable Neal Dow, Gen. Samuel F. Cary, 
and the Hon. John B. 0'Neil,^for their very valuable and success- 
ful labors apong us during our late canvass. 

On motion the report was accepted and the Resolutions annexed 
'(Hrdered to be taken up separately. 

The first, second and third after being again read and some 
amendments proposed, were adopted as read. 

Dr. Patrick, on leave, offered the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted, to-wit : 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed by the Conven- 
tion, to invite his Excellency, the Governor of the State — ^the Heads 
of Departments, and gentlemen members of the Senate and House 
of Kepresentatives, to seats in the Convention. 
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The President appointed the following delegates upon thatcoto- 
mittee, viz : 

Dr. John Patrick, Danphin conntj. 

James Fiffe, Allegheny '' 

Gen. Lee, Washington " 

Joseph NeMa, Montgomery *' 

Rev. Anson Rood, Philadelphia '* 

The consideration of the resolutions from the business commit-i 
tee being resumed, the fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh, were adopted 
as read. 

The eighth Resolution being under consideration, the committee 
appointed to wait upon the Governor, Heads of Department, Ac, 
returned, and reported that they had discharged the pleasing duty 
assigned them, and that his Excellency, and the other distinguished 
gentlemen invited, had courteously accepted the invitation of the 
Convention. The committee further reported that a letter of invi- 
tation would be laid before the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives on to-morrow morning, and asked to be discharged from the 
further consideration of the subject. 

On motion, the committee were discharged. 
Several motions wer« now made, regulating times and places of 
public meetings for the evening, after which, on motion, the Con- 
vention adjourned to meet on to-morrow, at 9 o'clock, A. M. 

SECOND DAY'S SITTING. 

9 o'clock, A. M. 

At the appointed hour, the President called the Convention to 
order. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. A. M. Bryan, of Allegheny city. 

The eighth resolution of the business committee being under 
consideration at the time of a^oumment of the first day's sitting, 
was now taken up ; Mr. Blgham, of Allegheny county, being en- 
titled to the floor, proceeded to discuss the Resolution. Several 
amendments were proposed, upon which the previous question was 
called ; the resolution was then adopted as read. 

Pending the discussion, Robt. M. Foust, of Philadelphia Co., 
offered the following resolution, which was unanimously adopted : 

Baohed, That Gen. Samuel P. Cary, of Ohio, Hdn. Neal Dow, 
of Portland, Me., and John Hawkins, of Baltimore, at present 
with us, be and they are hereby invited to seats in the Convention. 

Mr. Bimey, of Philadelphia, moved to reconsider the vote just 
taken, adopting the eighth resolution, and was proceeding to assign 
his reasons, when 

Mr. Porter,'Of Armstrong, moved to lay the reconsideration on 
the table, and on this called the previous question. 

Mr. Wattson, of Philadelphia, raised a point of order as to the 
right of a delegate to call the previous question while another had 
the floor. 
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' The President decided tiie call for the previous qnwtioiif ih order, 
from which Mr.^Wattson appealed, and on the question, ''Shall the 
Chair be sustained," it was decided in the affirmative. 

The call for the prerious question having been sustaiiied, the 
motion to lay upon the table was adopted. 

The remaining resolutions were then read, and adopted as read, 
the thirteenth and eighteenth unanimously. 

Stephen Miller, of Dauphin county, Chairman of the committee 
to divide Mid apportion the State, presented a report, which was on 
motion re-committed to the same committee for amendment, to be 
reported this afternoon. ^ ^ 

Rev. P. Coombe offered the following, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the State Central Committee be directed to pub- 
lish the proceedings of this Convention, and the report of the State 
Central Ck)mmitteei the number of copies to be determined by said 
Oonmiittee. 

The Convention then adjourned to meet at 2^, P« M. 

AFTERNOON SITTING.

The Convention met at the hour appointed. The Preadent in 
the Chair. / 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Malcolm. 

The committee a|^pointed to divide the State, made the fol- 
lowing report, which, after some discussion and amendment, was 
unanimously adopted : 

REPORT: 

The Committee recommend the following apportionment and 
Committees:

District. 

2. All that section of the State lying West of the Eastern 
line of Somerset, Cambria, Clearfield, and Elk counties, not included 
in the Northern District, shall form and compose the Western Dis- 
trict. 

3. The counties of Clinton, Centre, Lycoming, Union, 
Northumberland, Montour, Columbia, Sullivan, Liizeme and Wyo- 
ming, shall form the Central District. 

4. All that part of the State not included in either of the 
above divisions, shall form the Eastern District.

JKfi^o^vee;?, That a copy of the Preamble and Resolutions passed 
by this Convention from the 1st to the 18th, inclusive, tog:ether with 
the Report of the State Central Committee, be sent to the 
Senate and House of Representatives, signed by the President and 
Secretary. 

Rev. B. W. Jackson, the State Agent, in view of the re-organiza- 
tion of the State Central Committee, asked leave of absence for three 
weeks, until the new Committee shonld be organized and commence 
operations. This action was opposed by Mr. Jackson's col- 
leagues, who complained that his accounts were not in such a shape 
as to enable the old Committee to settle their affairs before it retired 
from office. On motion, the following was adopted : 

Resolved J That the State Central Committee be instructed to have 
their accounts published, as soon as audited, in the several news- 
papers of the State. 

Rev. Mr. Malcolm offered the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted : 

Resolved^ I'hat inasmuch as the enactment of a Prohibitory ,Law 
is demanded by the light of the age, the experience of sister States, 
the sufferings of the innocent, the wretchedness of inebriates, and 
the highest interests of the State, no citizen can be innocent in re- 
lation to the evils of intemperance, who does not use the baixot 
BOX in order to secure the passage of such a law. 

Rev. A. Rood offered the following resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted : 

Resolved^ That it be earnestly recommended to the friends of 
Temperance in different parts of the State to prepare, or cause to 
be prepared, and published in the daily, semi-weekly, and weekly 
papers in their vicinity, such articles as shall be adapted to obviate 
objections and remove prejudices, and thus prepare the people to 
act intelligently and unitedly in securing a Prohibitory Liquor Law 
in this State. 

Rev. Pennel Coombe offered the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, TmX the thanks of the Convention are hereby tendered 
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to those Editors of secular papers who have fevored our cause dur- 
ing the past year. 

On motion, it was 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Conyention be presented to the 
Officers and Business Committee, and to the Trustees and Members 
of the German Reformed Church, for the use of their House for 
the purposes of the Convention. 

On motion, it was 

Resolved, That the Convention form itself into a Committee of 
the whole, to superintend the operations of the voters at the polls 
at the next election throughout the State. 

On motion it was 

Resolved, That Dr. Patrick be requested to present the thanks 
of the C'onvention to the different Rail Road Companies, and also 
to the Canal Commissioners, for the use of their respective lines of 
travel at half rates. 

On motion of J. P. Collinson, of Philadelphia, it was 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Convention be presented to 
the Legislature for the use of the Representatives Hall, at the 
Capitol, on the. nights of the 26th and 2*7 th of January. 

On motion, it was 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Convention be presented to the 
President, Col. Hiram Hultz, for his kindness and impartiality while 
presiding over the deliberations of the Convention. 

The same was adopted by a rising vote. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned sine die. An appropriate 
and feeling address was made by Dr. J. Patrick, President, pro. 
tem., and after the Throne of Grace had been addressed by Rev. 
A. M. Bryan, of Allegheny city, the Delegates separated with re- 
newed determination to labor for Prohibition.

GRAND MAINE LAW BANQUET AT THE CHINESE 

MUSEUM, JANUARY 20tli, 1854. 

We visited at an early hour last evening, the upper saloon of tbe Chinese Mu- 
seum, for the purpose of viewing the preparations made by the ladies for the 
great Maine Law Banquet, which came off with much eclat 

Four tables were arranged the fidl length of the room, and so arranged as to 
accommodate 1500 persons. Each table was adorned with a great variety of or- 
namental cakes, and many of them were of a very beautiful pattern. We were 
forcibly struck with the appearance of one, representing the evils of Intemperance 
and the Grenius of Temperance. . Upon the top of it was placed an urn, surmount- 
ed by a figure of a beautiful lady, representing the Genius of Temperance. At 
the vase were placed several drunkards, in various attitudes, fearfully portra3ring 
the horrors of intemperance. On the side was placed the words, **Rum, thou art 
a cruel spoiler." 

This beautiful ofiering was made and presented by Mrs. Hannah Shice. 
The east end gallery was decorated with two immense American flags. Hen- 
ry's Brass Band was placed at this point. 

Around the room, a great variety of flags, temperance banners, &c., were 
placed, giving a very unique appearance to the saloon. But, above all, the beau- 
tiful ladies that thronged the hall, gave a charm and a gtace to the entertainment, 
which far outstripped all other decorations. 

The temperance community owe to Mrs. Hammett, Mrs. Whitaker, Mrs. Sed- 
dinger, Mrs. Thum, Mrs. Dowling, Mrs. Rockhill, Mrs. Wattson, and their able 
assistants, both male and female, a debt of gratitude for their untiring labors in 
perfecting the arrangements, which gave unalloyed satisfaction to all who had 
the good fortune to participate in the festivities. 

At a few minutes past seven o'clock, It was announced that supper was ready. 
The visitors who had been placed in the galleries then descended to the saloon, and 
seated themselves with much order and quietness. During this time, eloquent 
music was discoursed by Henry's Brass Band, which kindly n^unteered its ser- 
vices for the occasion. 

After all had been satisfied with the good gifts so bountifully provided, prepara^! 
tibns were made for the intellectual part of the entertainment. 

The meeting was then organized by calling to the Chair, Hon. Judge Kclley. 
On taking his seat, he made a most eloquent speech, during which he said that we 
scorn civilization when we think of the story of a shipwrecked sailor, who, on 
being thrown ashore, and on seeing a gallows, exclaimed, "thank God, 1 am on a 
civilized shore." Take from the social halls, continued the speaker, of the Amer- 
ican people, the custom of using intoxicating drinks, and we shall no longer point 
to the gallows, the jail, the almshouse, and houses of refuge, as evidence of pur 
civilization. [Immense applause.] 

The Judge then paid the Hon. Neal Dow a high compliment for his efforts in 
the cause of temperance, which had resulted in the passage of a law which was 
to accomplish so great a good to the people of this county. He predicted the early 
passage of a prohibitory liquor law in the State of Pennsylvania. 

The Rev. John Chambers was then introduced to the audience. He said this 
night will be a proud one for the friends of temperance; it would show that there 
could be a "feast of reason and a flow of soul" without drunkenness. And the 
scenes enacted here to-night would be remembered when drunken revelries and 
orgies were sunk in oblivion. During his remarks, he paid the ladies engaged in 
getting up the banquet a most eloquent compliment, which was recei^ with 
vociferous applause by the gentlemen present. 

We are sorry that our space forbids us firom giving full notes of the Rev. gen- 
tleman's most eloquent speech. 

He concluded by turning to the Hon. Neal Dow, and said : 
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^'Honored Sir, in the name of ike State Central Committee, in the name of the 
people, I here present you this service of plate, with, the hQpe .that you will 
long live to eogoy it" ' ' 

The service ot plate vi^as rich and massive, of the antique style, ornamented 
with Roman bordets and richly chased vfiih flowers* 

The Coffee Pot has upon it the following inscription : 

♦^Presented to Hon. Neal Dow, Author of the Maine Liquor Law, by his friends 
in Pennsylvania, January 20th, 1854." 

Mr. Dow, much moved with the honor done him, replied, by saying: ;'*That he 
wanted words to express his gratitude for the presentation of this valuable gift. 
He- should value it beyond alf price, not for its intrinsic value ; nor as a work 
of art ; but as coming from the true and warm frieiids of the great cause of 
temperance. He did not regard the gift as personal to him for his own merits in 
this work. He had only done his duty as a member of the community, and 
as an American citizen, whose country was cursed with the sale and use of rum. 
He said it was strange, that in this nineteenth century, it should b3 necessary to 
agitate this question of protecting the American people from into)dcating drinks. 
All should be willing to engage in a movement which would protect our children 
from the horrors of drunkenness. 

Pennsylvanians, you have a greiit stake in this matter j much more perhaps 
than any other State in the Union. You have a great population of working 
people, and the traffic of intoxicating drinks prevents their being prosperous. 
This was made evident to him while traveling in Schuylldll county, where he 
saw the men who dig in the mines for coal, expending nearly all their wages at 
the grogshops. He said the traffic in intoxicating drinks cost the people of Penn- 
^vania yearly over $40,000,000, and in no way were the people bienefittedby 
this great outlay of money. 

He said the friends in Maine had a thought of turning the screw ^up a little 
even on the law now in operation, but some of the temperance men were rather 
opposed to it. He then, to illustrate the position of affairs in Maine, related an 
anecdote of a man who visited New York, and while there, was attacked by a. 
certain rowdy, but the gentleman was too much for the rowdy, and after he had 
got him down and commenced to drub him, a passer-by spoke to him, and said — 
**Ain*t you ashamed to strike a man when he is down?" 

**No," replied the gentleman, "I had too much trouble to get him down, and I 
intend to keep him down." 

"So it is with us in Maine," continued^the sx)eaker. "We had great trouble in 
getting them down, but now we have got them there, we intend to keep them 
down." • 

Mr. Dow took his seat amidst thundering applause. 

The Rev. Mr. MacDonald, of Portlad, Mame, was next introduced to the 
audience. He spoke eloquently of the efforts of the temperance men in Maine. 
He illustrated his argument with many spicy anecdotes, which were received 
with shouts of applause. 

The following resolutions were adopted unanimously : 

Resolved, That the thanks of this audience are eminently due to the Ladies of 
PUladelphia, and especially to their President, Mrs. Hammett, who with her 
colleagues, have labored so arduously for and contributed 90 nobly to this grand 
demonstration in favor of temperance and humanity. 

Resolve(^, That our thanks are due to John 0. Mead & Co., for the genoroua ' 
loan of silver ware, consisting of forks, spoons, cake baskets, &c 

Resolved, That we r^oice in the prospect of having speedily placed on our 
statute books a law entirely prohibiting the manu&cture and sale of intoxicating 
drinks. . 

Resolved, That the thanks of this meeting are due to Henry's Brttss Band, for 
so kindly volunteering their services on this occasion. 

The Rev. Mr. Willets closed these truly interesting ex^ciset with a speech re^* 
plete with eloquent hits, spicy anecdotes, and strong argnments. 
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THE ROOT OP THE EVIL. 

[Letter from the Hon, Judge Kelley to a Gentleman of this City.] 

Wb8t Philabilfhii, Feb. 10th, 1854. 

Dear Sir : — Your kind note of the 8th inst, is before me. You ask whether 
the commitments to the County Prison, during 1847 and '48, as set forth in my 
recent charge to the Grand Jury, were below a general average for any considera- 
ble number of, years. Others have put the same question to me, as though it 
were incredible that legislation should so immediately and powerfully influence 
the social well being of the community, as that an increase of 150 per cent in 
the commitments to prison, should result in the brief space of four years, from a 
single unwise law. In reply, let me assure you that those were not exceptional 
years. During 1844, '45 and '46, the commitments to the county prison were 
above the average, by about 800 per annum. This access was the result of the 
terrible riots of May and July, 1844, and was continued by the spirit of lawless- 
ness, and the intense political and sectarian animosities they engendered. But in 
1847, the commitments receded to the old average. This' was, as you will re- 
member, simultaneous with the departure of our troops for Mexico ; but whether 
that event was connected with this fact, I need not attempt to ascertain. I men- 
tion it, because I have heard it suggested, and because proof of services during 
the Mexican campaign is often offered to the court, in mitigation of sentence for 
riot and other disturbances of the peace. 

But if the question you propound is one of any significance, its answer ought 
not to be mere assertion and f^ausible theory, when it can be demonstration* — ^I 
have therefore caused to be prepared the following statement, showing the number 
of cpmmitments to yie Philadelphia county prison, from the 1st of January, 1840, 
to the 31st of Deeember, 1853, distinguishing the sex and color of the prisoner.

From the above it appears that the annual commitments to the county prison 
prior to the passage of the existing liquor law, had reached 5,000, in but the three 
years of which I have spoken. That those were exceptional years, is apparent ; 
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and that the augmented commitments of those years was the result of the riots 
and tiie feelings and habits engendered by those unhappy outbreakis will seem 
probable, if you will rememl«r that they were of a political character, when 
you analyze the commitments of each year. Neither the women nor the colored 
population of our country participated in our politics; and if you observe the col- 
umns of figures above, you will see that in 1844, '45 and '46, there was np increase 
in any but that which indicates the political class — the white males. But as 
your query implies that even you were not prepared for such direct, immediate, 
and terrible consequences, from the policy of treating the liquor traffic as a ques- 
tion of revenue, instead of a question of morals, involving eminently the best in- 
terests of socie^, let me detain you a few moments longer over the foregoing 
figures. 

Bear in mind the fact, that the law under which we now live^ and under which 
so many thousands are d3ring in jails, almshouses, and kennels, went into efiect 
on Xheftrtt of September^ 1849. During ihat year there were 6,799 commitments 
— more by 263 than any previous year. 

During the four succeeding years, 1860, '61, '62 and '63, there were 41,399 
commitments ; during the nine preceding years, from '40 to '48, inclusive, there 
were but 38,823. Thus you perceive, 3iat in three months, this law gave to 
1849 the unenviable distinction of a greater number of commitments than had 
been made in any preceding year ; and in four years it has swelled the number to 
2,676 more than had taken place in the nine years preceding its passage. Nor is 
this all or chief of the evidence of its pre-eminent power of evil, furnished by the 
above table. I need not speak to you of the social and political worth of woman, 
man's best earthly counsellor, and truest friend ; nor need I tell you that the chil- 
dren of a Commonwealth are its richest treasures, and should be the object of its 
most anxious solicitude ; nor need I attempt to portray the miseries and tempta- 
tions of the children and husband of an intemperate woman, to heighten the effect 
of the foregoing figures. This law for the promotion of vice and immorality, 
I repeat, went into effect on the 1st of September, 1849. Up to that time, there 
had never been 1,000 white women committed to our prisons in one year — but 
since that time, there has never been less. Last year alone, there were 2,384, 
and in the last three years, 6,493 women committed. The infants, many of them 
bore upon their bosomty were not violatert of the law, they were, therefore, not em- 
braced in the commitments, and do not appear in these statistics. But I can as- 
sure you, my dear sir^ that were they numbered, it would be by hundreds. Men 
wonder at the increase of juvenile delinquency, and the Managers of the House 
of Refuge have recently offered a reward for the best essay upon the subject of 
its prevention. I am not a comx)etitor for the prize, but I can assure those gen- 
tlemen and all others, that a well-enforced prohibitory liquor law would, next *to 
the power of God, operating on the human heart, be the most immediate and ef- 
fective preventive and curative measure, that the community could adopt Par- 
don the great length to which I have extended this. The interest I feel in the ' 
cause to which you are devoting so great a share of your time and influence, must 
be my excuse.
